salts that have low solubility. 
If supersaturation of the urine 
with certain minerals occurs, 
stones may form. 

The majority of kidney stones 
are salts of calcium; and at 
least. half of these are formed 
on the basis of heredity. 

Once someone has had a 
stone, there is about a 60% 
chance that the person will 
have at least one more stone in 
his or her lifetime. Most stones 
that are less than five millime- 
ters in diameter will pass with- 
out requiring surgery or other 
procedures. 

The primary complications of 
kidney stones include infectiori, 
intractable pain, and obstruc- 
tion of the ureter from the kidney.

October that will involve school administrators 
and concerned citizens from all over the state. 
He is expected to announce a program that par- 
allels initiatives called for by the Florida Press 
Association. 

The emphasis on getting as many Florida stu- 
dents reading at grade level by the end of third s, 
grade will include mandating new statewide 
reading tests. It will impose on elementary 
school principals the accountability for adepting 
programs that will improve reading skills. 

The initiative will call on school boards to set. 
clear, measurable goals to bring students to 
grade level in reading by the end of third grade 
as their No: 1 priority. It will urge school boards 
to provide the necessary resources to make the. 
improvement possible. , 

Collier County Public Schools have already 
adopted programs and assigüed responsibility 
for enhancing reading instruction through the 
third grade. The effort will not provide immedi- 
ate results. It may require three to four years of 
planned, incremental and continuous improve- 
ment for each school to improve fróm its base- 
line. 

Most importantly, the schools cannot do it

Mother Nature tends to be 
redundant, especially when it 
comes to hurric&nes. When 
Hurricane Bret slammed into 
South Texas, many experts 
compared the category four 
storm to Hurricane Andrew. 

Like Andrew, Bret was a 
compact, powerful tropical 
cyclone with winds over 140 
mph. But, that is where the 
similarities end. 

For example, Brets impact 
on South Texas was not nearly 
as bad as expected. Andrew, on 
the other hand, was the costli- 
est storm in United States his- 
tory, producing over $25 billion 
dollars in damage in 'South 
Florida. 

There were other-significant 
differences between the two 
strong storms. Andrew had a 
lower central pressure (an 
amazing 922 MB compared to 
Bret's 945 MB), while Bret was 
a  slow-moving hurricane 
(around 8 mph compared to 
Andrew's 18 mph). Ironically, 
Bret made landfall nearly 
seven years to the day that 
Andrew devastated southern 
Miami-Dade county. 

Bret actually shared more 
characteristics with two other

and Opal. Like these two 
storms which struck the north- 
ern Gulf Coast (Camille hit 
Mississippi in 1969 while Opal 
made landfall in the Florida 
panhandle in 1995), Bret inten- 
sified explosively: 

Bret started out as a minimal 
hurricane with winds of 75 
mph. 24 hours later, Bret had 
strengthened into a monster, a 


category four hurricane with 


winds of 140 mph. 

Why Bret, and other Gulf of 
Mexico hurricanes, intensified 
80 dramatically is the subject of 
a new study by scientists at the 
National Oceanic and Atmos- 
pheric Administration (NOAA) 
and the University of Miami. 

Scientists have long ruspect- 
ed that warm-water eddies in 
the Gulf of Mexico inject 
incredible energy into relative- 
ly weak hurricanes, energy 
that transforms a weak storm 
into a powerful one... 

"The eddy acts like a big gas 
can," said Nick Shay at the 
University of Miami. "We 
believe there is a heat transfer 
that occurs that causes the 
hurricane to intensify." 

To see if he is right, earlier 
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this month Shay and other sci- 
entists dropped 36 sensors into 
the eddy to measure currents, 
water density and temperature 
to depths of 4,500 feet. More 


sensors were released. by 
NOAA research aircraft into 
Hurricane Bret and additional 
sensors will be dropped in the 
cóming days. 

The results of the tests may 
help specialists at National 
Hurricane Center forecast 
intensity changes in hurri- 
canes. Forecasters do a very 
good job predicting where a 


cde "might go, yet. have . 
still have a tough time deter- 
mining how much stronger or 
weaker that storm will become. 
"We don't know all the factors 


' that can cause rapid intensifi- 


cation, said Dr. Hugh 
Willoughby, lead scientist at 
the Hurricane Research 
Division of NOAA. "We do 
know that warm eddies were a 
factor in some memorable Gulf 
storms. , 

Willoughby believes both 
Camille and Opal were influ- 
enced by the warm-water 
eddies. Camille, one of two cat- 
egory five hurricanes to strike 
the United States, and Opal, a 
category four storm with winds 
of 150 mph, both intensified 
dramatically in the Gulf of 
Mexico. ' 

Major  hurricanes, like 
Camille, Opal and Bret, cause 
80 percent of all hurricane- 
related „damage. This .new 
research may help forecasters 
know when another Camille, 
Opal or Bret is about to develop. 

After all, when it comes to 
hurricanes, history has a ten- 
dency to repeat itself.

Decision of medical board 
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at the Vatican furthers 


canonization cause of Blessed Katharine Drexel 


Bensalem, PA- Katharine 
Drexel moved closer to saint~ 
hood today when a. medical 
board meeting at the Vatican 
decided that there is no natur- 
al cause for the cure of a 17- 
month-old child's deafness. 

The child was born with 
nerve deafness in 1992. This 
condition was confirmed by 
medical tests in September 
1993. In November the. child’s 
family learned that prayer to 
Blessed Katharine resulted in 
the miraculous restoration of 
hearing to Robert Gutherman's 
right ear, The family then be- 
gan praying to Blessed 
Katharine that the child might. 
hear. When, in March, a 
teacher at the pre-school the 
child was attending, recognized 
a change in the'child's respons- 
es, new hearing tests were ad- 
ministered. The child was 
found to have normal hearing 
in both ears. 

The next step in the process 
of canonization, by’ which the 
Catholic Church officially rec- 
ognizes an individual as a 
saint, is the convening of a 
boat of theologians who will 
decide whether or not the heal- 
ing of the child's deafness was 
a. result. of prayer to Bl. 
Katharine. Should they find 
this to be sò a board of Cardi- 
nils. and Bishops will then 
meet to-determiríe whether or 
not this is a case that should be 
recommended to Pope, John 
Paul II as miraculous. Only the 
Holy Father can make that de- 
termination. 

If the Pope decides: that 1 
miracle has occurred through 
intercession to Bl: Katharine, 
he may then choose to canonize 
her, and she will bécome only 
the second native born Ameri- 
can Saint (after St. Elizabeth 
Ann Seton). 

John Cardinal Krol of 
Philadelphia introduced Kath- 
üriné Drexel's Cause of Canon- 
ization in Rome in 1964. She 
was declared Venerable in 1987 


and Beatified in Rome on No- 
vember 20, 1988. 
"The Sisters of the Blessed 


Sacrament are boi leased 
and. excited by the a o'ınce- 
ment from the Vatican. We 


hope this announcement, and 
the ensuing events, will lead 
many to imitate Katharine's 
life of prayer, and work for an 
end to the racism and greed 
that encourage systems which 
discriminafe, deprive and op- 
press those who are most vul- 
nerable,” said Sr. Monica 
Loughlin, President of the Sis- 
tors of the Blessed Sacrament 

Katharine Drexel was a 
Philadelphia millioiairess who 
became a Catholic sister. In- 
spired by a profound love for 
God, she chose to live a very
